IN THE CLAIMS: 
Claim 1: 

On line 1 , "valve assembly for a respirator" was changed to --valve assembly in a 
respirator--. 

2. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Reber (4,258,710) discloses a valve assembly within a respirator, 
yet does not expressly disclose a purge inlet connectable to an air pressure supply 
means, a purge outlet, and an air deflection means arranged in use to enable the air 
exiting the purge outlet and incident the air deflection means with a curtain of air over 
the valve mechanism so as to inhibit exhaled and ambient air from flowing into the 
respirator. 
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3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
made of record does not disclose or teach the specific valve assembly in a respirator 
having the specific structure and relationship as claimed in claim 1 including a purge 
inlet connectable to an air pressure supply means, a purge outlet, and an air deflection 
means arranged in use to enable the air exiting the purge outlet and incident the air 
deflection means with a curtain of air over the valve mechanism so as to inhibit exhaled 
and ambient air from flowing into the respirator.
